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Outpatient clinics 
at risk of closure

OUTPATIENT services at Ely’s Prin¬ 
cess of Wales Hospital are at risk of 
closure as a new provider has still not 
been found. 

The Cambridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) has been trying to find alter¬ 
native providers for the clinics at the 
hospital for more than a year - but 
with no success. 

In May last year, Cambridgeshire 
Community Services NHS Trust gave 
notice to the CCG that, having under¬ 
taken a review of its services, it con¬ 
sidered that other providers “could 
more appropriately” provide out-pa¬ 
tient services in the Cambridgeshire 
community hospitals in Ely, Wisbech 
and Doddington - and dermatology 
clinics at City Care Centre in Peterbor¬ 
ough. 

The CCG says that unless suitable 
alternative providers are found, pa¬ 
tients who currently use the clinics 
at Princess of Wales, Doddington and 
the City Care Centre will have to be 
seen at Addenbrooke’s, Peterborough 


or Hinchingbrooke hospitals instead. 

Treatments and services provided 
at the clinics include orthopaedics, 
audiology, dermatology, ear, nose 
and throat (ENT), general surgery, 
ophthalmology and physiotherapy, 
among others. 

Local MPs Lucy Frazer and Steve 
Barclay are mounting pressure on the 
CCG in a bid to keep the outpatient 
clinics open. 


Ms Frazer said: “The service in Ely 
must be retained. Not only does it 
provide a much-needed local service 
but it also eases the burden on Adden¬ 
brooke’s. It is vital that the outpatient 
service remains and I will be ensuring 
that everything is done to ensure it 
continues. 

“I have spoken with Tracey Dowl¬ 
ing, the Chief Operating Officer for 
the CCG, and impressed upon her the 


importance of this service for local 
people. 

“I have also raised this issue with 
Jeremy Hunt MP, the Secretary of State 
for Health, to ensure that the Depart¬ 
ment of Health is aware of the issue 
and can offer any necessary support.” 

A spokeswoman for the CCG said: 
“The CCG recognises how much 
these services are valued locally and 
will continue discussions with local 
providers. However we need to make 
other arrangements quickly to ensure 
that patients still receive good quality 
care, in good time. 

“If we are unable to find an alterna¬ 
tive provider, given all medical cover 
is provided by consultants from local 
acute hospitals, we will make arrange¬ 
ments for the patients who currently 
attend Princess of Wales, Doddington 
and the City Care Centre to be seen at 
Addenbrooke’s, Peterborough or Hin¬ 
chingbrooke. 

“Our expectation is that staff would 
TUPE to one of these new providers. 

“We understand that this possible 
option will be disappointing for you 
and many patients. We will continue 
to look at other options, and will make 
further announcements as soon as 
possible.” 


Man is 
crushed 
by skip 

A MAN was taken to 
hospital with serious 
injuries on Tuesday 
after being crushed by a 
skip in Soham. 

Emergency services, 
including the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance, 
were called to industrial 
premises in Mereside 
after a half-tonne skip 
fell on a man in his 50s. 

The incident 
happened just after 
12.30pm. 

A spokesman for 
the East of England 
Ambulance Service 
Trust (EEAST) said: "A 
rapid response vehicle, 
ambulance crew and 
response car from East 
Anglian Air Ambulance 
were dispatched 
following a report that 
a half-tonne skip had 
fallen on to a man. 

"They treated a man 
in his 50s who had 
suffered serious pelvis 
and abdominal injuries. 

"He was taken by 
land ambulance to 
Addenbrooke's. 

"The air ambulance 
medics also travelled on 
the ambulance to treat 
the patient." 

Police say they did 
not attend the incident, 
which is likely to be 
investigated by the 
Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE).

More CLTs are 
being formed 


MORE Community Land 
Trusts (CLTs) are being set 
up in East Cambridgeshire 
to help deliver much-needed 
affordable housing. 

The CLTs in Soham, Witch- 
ford, Stretham and Wilbur- 
ton, and Swaffham Prior, 
have all now become legal 
entities thanks to the sup¬ 
port of the district council’s 
CLT scheme. 

The council recently pro¬ 
vided funding to help set 
up CLTs in Haddenham and 
Lordham, and both are now 
waiting for confirmation to 
become legal bodies. 

The council announced 
this week that Kennett has 
also taken its first steps to¬ 
wards forming a CLT. 
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Council leader, James 
Palmer, said: “I’m commit¬ 
ted, and so are the coun¬ 
cil, to providing affordable 
housing for local people. 

“That’s why we are help¬ 
ing to establish CLTs to kick- 
start development in the 
district for the benefit of our 
communities in the future.” 

A CLT is created when peo¬ 
ple from a street, neighbour¬ 
hood, village or town get to¬ 
gether to form a non-profit 
organisation for the good of 
their community. 

Run completely by trus¬ 
tees, a CLT strives to meet the 


long-term needs of its com¬ 
munity, for example build¬ 
ing permanently affordable 
housing, workspaces or ac¬ 
quiring pubs, gardens and 
shops, which can remain un¬ 
der the ownership of the CLT 
organisation forever. 

The organisation has full 
ownership over what is built, 
down to size, number, den¬ 
sity and allocation of homes. 

A CLT also ensures that 
high-quality properties are 
built and that the develop¬ 
ment as a whole is in the best 
interests of the community, 
meeting their requirements.

"We are also keen to speak to 
the driver of a 4x4 seen in the 
area just before the collision." 

PCSO Ian Hawkins, who 
attended the scene, said: "This 
was a very serious collision 
which required the road being 
closed for a substantial amount 
of time while paramedics looked 
after the casualties."

RESIDENTS and organisa¬ 
tions are being given an¬ 
other chance to have their 
say on the proposed new 
county division boundaries 
for Cambridgeshire. 

The Local Government 
Boundary Commission 
for England’s (LGBCE) has 
launched another public 
consultation as it says “lo¬ 
cal people and organisations 
felt their voice had not been 
fully heard during the review 
process” earlier this year. 

As reported, the commis¬ 
sion wants Cambridgesh¬ 
ire to be represented by 61 
county councillors - eight 
fewer than the current ar¬ 
rangement. 

It is also proposing that 
those councillors should 
represent 51 single-mem¬ 
ber electoral divisions and 
five two-member divisions 
across the county. 

In the Ely area, the plan 
is to get rid of the Ely North 
and East, and Ely South and 
West divisions, and to in¬ 
troduce an Ely East and Ely 
West division. 

The commission is also 
planning on scrapping the 


your 
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current Haddenham and 
Sutton divisions and intro¬ 
ducing a new Littleport West 
division to cover the western 
side of Littleport and all the 
surrounding villages, includ¬ 
ing Haddenham, Sutton, 
Little Downham, Wilburton, 
Coveney, Mepal, Wardy Hill, 
Pymoor, Aldreth, Stretham, 
Little Thetford and Witcham. 

The plan is to also change 
what is currently the Soham 
and Fordham Division by 
creating a new Littleport 
East and Soham North divi¬ 
sion, and a Fordham Villages 
and Soham South division. 

Villages such as Prickwil- 
low, Barway, Shippea Hill 
and Little Ouse will be in the 
Littleport East and Soham 
North division and Ford¬ 
ham, Burwell, Chippenham, 
Snailwell, Kennett, Swaff- 
ham Prior and Swaffham 
Bulbeck will be in the Ford¬ 
ham Villages and Soham 
South division. 

The proposals have prov¬ 
en controversial, particularly 
among the local Tories, who 


say 

say the commission has not 
followed its own statutory 
guidelines, that the new divi¬ 
sions will “seriously suppress 
local representation” and 
that the proposals are not 
what local people wanted. 

Professor Colin Mellors, 
chair of the LGBCE, said: 
“Following publication of 
our recommendations in 
February, we were contacted 
by local people and organi¬ 
sations who told us that they 
felt their voice had not been 
fully heard during the review 
process. 

“Given the importance we 
attach to local engagement, 
we have decided to hold an 
additional phase of public 
consultation.” 

People have until June 20 
to have their say.

Firm fined after 
man injured as 
truck overturns 


A CONSTRUCTION firm 
has been fined £40,000 after 
a driver’s foot was injured 
when his dump truck over¬ 
turned. 

Mead Construction (Cam¬ 
bridge) Ltd will also have 
to pay prosecution costs of 
more than £11,000 after ad¬ 
mitting offences of failing to 
properly manage construc¬ 
tion using self-propelled 
equipment and failing to 
ensure people using equip¬ 
ment were trained properly 

Cambridge Crown Court 
heard that a workman had 
been driving a high-tip skip 
loader when making a sewer 
connection from a domestic 
property in Hop Row, Had- 
denham, to the main sewer. 

The driver had not had 
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proper training and was not 
wearing a seatbelt when the 
vehicle overturned, squash¬ 
ing his foot underneath it. 

The driver escaped with 
broken and chipped bones 
and ligament damage and 
was off work for several 
months after the incident. 

Eleanor Sanderson, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the driver had 
been moving spoil to a heap 
on the site when the vehicle 
overturned, throwing him 
off and trapping his foot un¬ 
derneath. 

She said the man was able 
to free himself by wriggling 
his foot out of his boot. 


The court heard that the 
driver had learned how to 
drive the dumper on the job 
and by watching other peo¬ 
ple, but had not had formal 
training. Seatbelts on the 
machine should have been 
worn. 

Anthony Haycroft, miti¬ 
gating, said Mead Construc¬ 
tion, based in Swaffham 
Prior, was a well-respected 
family firm which had been 
“horrified” by the incident 
and had carried out their 
own investigation. 

He said they took safety 
seriously and training had 
been in place but the firm 
had now doubled its train¬ 
ing costs and made sure staff 
were tested externally on the 
equipment they used.

CONTENTIOUS plans to build 14 affordable 
houses in Witchford have been refused.

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Thousands take part in Cambridgeshire Wings for Life Run 


A GLOBAL extravaganza hit streets 
in Cambridgeshire as thousands of 
runners braved the heat to try to 
outlast a former racing driver. 

The Wings for Life Run made its 
debut in Cambridge on Sunday - one 
of 34 different races going on around 
the globe simultaneously. 

Around 2,000 runners set off from 
the city centre and headed towards 
the Ely area and the Fens - with no 
finish line in sight. 

Instead the competitors, which 
included people in wheelchairs, had 
to get as far as they could before 
they were caught by a 'catcher car' 
driven by Formula One great David 
Coulthard. 

All the runners around the world 
set off at the same time, with whoever 
was the last to be caught by their 
respective chaser car crowned the 
global winner. 

The men's winner, Steve Way, made 
it all the way past Chatteris before 
he was caught around Somersham - 
having covered a distance of some 40 
miles. This placed him in the top 10 
for the distance covered across all 34 
races. 

Olympic marathon runner Caitriona 
Jennings led the way for the women, 
covering more than 34 miles before 
she was caught by the car. 

There was a carnival atmosphere 
on Cambridge's Parker's Piece, 
which played host to big screens so 
people could watch the action unfold 
around the world, and in the Ely area, 
residents cheered the runners on and 
sprayed them with hoses to cool them 
down as they passed their homes. 

The event is in aid of research into 
spinal cord injuries.

CRIME 

Look out for 
gangs targeting 
church roofs 


THIEVES may be posing as 
genuine workmen as they 
systematically strip lead 
from church roofs in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, police believe. 

Following thefts from five 
churches in as many weeks, 
Cambridgeshire Police have 
asked the public to help 
thwart what are believed to 
be gangs of organised crimi¬ 
nals exporting stolen metal 
by the container-load. 

The Ely News understands 
the destination for the con¬ 
tainers is Eastern Europe. 

Metal thefts from church¬ 
es dropped after commod¬ 
ity prices collapsed in the fi¬ 
nancial crisis of 2008 and the 
years following, but is now 
on the increase again. 

In Cambridgeshire, 

churches at West Wrat- 
ting, Conington, Swavesey, 
Comberton and Abbots Rip- 
ton have recently fallen vic¬ 
tim to attacks, prompting 
the Diocese of Ely to warn 
churches to take extra pre- 
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cautions. 

The diocese’s church 
buildings consultant, Geof¬ 
frey Hunter, said the latest 
spate of thefts is probably 
the work of organised crimi¬ 
nals. 

He said: “Stealing metal 
from churches is a par¬ 
ticularly cruel and waste¬ 
ful crime. It may not hit the 
headlines in the same way 
that theft from railways or 
the utilities does, but the 
impact on the hard-pressed 
volunteers who are the 
guardians of our churches 
can be devastating. 

“The sense of powerless¬ 
ness and ongoing vulner¬ 
ability can be overwhelming. 
Nearly all of the 344 church¬ 
es in the diocese are listed 
buildings, the majority of 
them at Grade I, which puts 
them in the top 2.5 per cent 
of all historic buildings in 


the country in terms of their 
cultural and architectural 
importance. 

“The damage caused can 
be irreparable and the risk 
is now deemed largely unin- 
surable, leaving remote rural 
communities with very large 
bills, which far outstrip any 
money the criminals make 
from selling on the metal.” 

Mr Hunter is advising 
parishes to consider extra 
precautions, such as alarms 
on church roofs, combined 
with warnings to would-be 
thieves that they are being 
filmed. 

Police are urging com¬ 
munities to be on the look¬ 
out for seemingly innocent 
workmen in the vicinity of 
churches. 

Anyone who sees metal 
theft in progress is urged to 
dial 999 immediately. 

The public are also asked 
to report ‘workmen’ near 
churches outside normal 
working hours on 101.

A group of local residents determined to 
slow drivers down in their village have been 
trained to use the speed indicator equipment 
by Brian Robins, Cambridgeshire Police’s 
Speedwatch co-ordinator. 

The equipment has been funded by G’s 
Fresh in nearby Barway. 

Brian Gerbaldi, one of the Speedwatch 
volunteers, said: “We’re determined to slow 
down vehicles in our village. Prickwillow is 
used as a rat-run and the amount of drivers 
exceeding the 30mph limit is frightening. 


“In one hour, 200 vehicles passed us and 
37 of those were speeding at speeds ranging 
from 35mph to 54mph. We’ve recorded some 
drivers travelling at up to 70mph - it’s got to 
stop. We’re extremely grateful to G’s and Brian 
Robins for helping us get the group off the 
ground.” 

The registered owner of any vehicle 
recorded exceeding the speed limit is sent an 
advisory letter from their local neighbourhood 
policing team, explaining that speeding is 
unacceptable to the local community.

Jason is elected as 
county’s new PCC 



CAMBRIDGESHIRE’S new Police 
and Crime Commissioner (PCC) has 
fired a warning to the county’s crimi¬ 
nals. 

Tory Jason Ablewhite was a clear 
winner in last week’s election, where 
some 175,000 people across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough had 
their say. 

And he was quick to promise that 
he would find the extra resources to 
tackle the big problems with crime 
across the county. 

He said: “In Cambridgeshire we are 
lucky, in terms of crime. We have one 
the lowest crime rates in the UK, but 
we have some challenges as well. 

“We have some challenges around 
domestic violence; we have some 
challenges around child sex exploi¬ 
tation; we have challenges around 
drug misuse and the crimes they’re 
linked to. 

“I want to send a very clear signal 
to the people who would like to per¬ 
petrate crimes in Cambridgeshire 
that it will not be tolerated, and we 
will put resource in to tackle those 
key crimes that we need to tackle the 
hardest. 

“I look forward to the next four 
years as your commissioner and 
I look forward to a tenure which I

know is going to be challenging - but 
I’m up for a challenge. 

“I have the energy, I have the drive 
to do this difficult job. Nobody said it 
was going to be easy and I know it’s 
not going to be easy, but I certainly 
have that drive to do it.” 

Mr Ablewhite also paid tribute 
to the much maligned Sir Graham 
Bright, who he replaces as PCC. 

“As Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner for Cambridgeshire I am lucky 
enough to have a tremendous lega¬ 
cy,” he said. “Sir Graham Bright has 
had a lot of criticism, I think unfairly, 
over his tenure. 

“But he leaves a golden legacy for 
me to carry on, and I thank him for 
his mentoring especially, and for the 
smooth transition we have agreed 
over the next few days. 

“It’s been an absolutely brilliant 
campaign.” 

While there was little surprise with 
the victor, the vote was perhaps clos¬ 
er than many thought, with Labour’s 
Dave Baigent coming in just 5 per¬ 
centage points behind the Tories on 
the ‘first preference’ votes. 

And while Mr Baigent just edged 


the number of ‘second preference’ 
votes, it was not enough to tip the 
balance away from the Tories. 

“The people have spoken,” Mr 
Baigent said afterwards. 

“I’m hugely disappointed. I really 
believed I was the best person for the 
job - I wouldn’t have put myself for¬ 
ward otherwise - but I congratulate 
Jason on the win. 

“In 76 days I’ve met 10,000 people 
and I’ve hand delivered 10,000 leaf¬ 
lets. 

“Who knows what we could have 
done with a bit more time but I’m 
still very proud of the campaign we 
fought. This proves that Labour has 
a very strong voice in Cambridgesh¬ 
ire.” 

Mr Ablewhite received a total of 
81,851 votes, while Mr Baigent re¬ 
ceived a total of 72,480 votes.

Local officers are owed 25 years in rest days 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE’S police officers 
are owed 25 years in rest days, new 
figures reveal. 

The force tops the league in the 
Eastern region at 9,193 days owed 
followed by Hertfordshire, Essex and 
Suffolk with about 5,000 and Bed¬ 
fordshire with 3,000. 

Police across England and Wales 
are owed more than 407,698 rest 
days, with the Met Police being the 
worst offender with 176,000 days 


owed, closely followed by West Mid¬ 
lands Police owing 14,664 days off. 

Cambridgeshire is in ninth place, 
but when the number of rest days 
owed is compared to the number 
of police officers in a force, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire is third worst at 6.8 days. 

The Police Oracle, a policing on¬ 
line magazine which compiled the 
figures, says manpower shortages 
means these days may never be able 
to use up the time in lieu. 


A Cambridgeshire Police spokes¬ 
man said: “In providing a policing 
service to our communities there are 
certain circumstances or spontane¬ 
ous events which mean we need to 
consider cancelling the rest days of 
some officers. The police regulations 
encapsulate this and the decision is 
made at chief officer level. We work 
with the Federation and our col¬ 
leagues to support a good balance 
between working and home life.”

County beats 
trends for 
adoptions 

CAMBRIDGESHIRE is beating 
national targets when it comes to 
placing children for adoption. 

The data has been published by 
the Government in the form of an 
adoption 'scorecard' - information 
for which is calculated by using 
three-year average timescales 
or percentages for children who 
received their adoption orders 
between 2012 and 2015. 

Cambridgeshire was one of only 
four local authorities in England 
to have met the threshold for 
timescales in key performance 
indicators. 

The percentage of children in 
Cambridgeshire ceasing to be 
looked after through adoption 
was 18 per cent, compared with a 
national average of 16 per cent. 

The average time between the 
county council receiving authority 
from a court to place a child and 
deciding on a match to an adoptive 
family was 114 days, compared 
with a national average of 223 
days. 

The county council works 
in partnership with Coram 
Cambridgeshire Adoption, an 
independent adoption agency 
established in 2014 with start-up 
funding from the Department 
for Education, to speed up the 
adoption process for children and 
find more adoptive families.

A MAN will be using his pedal pow¬ 
er to raise money for a charity close 
to his family’s heart. 

James Wright, 34, has set himself 
the challenge of cycling 1,000 miles 
to raise as much as he can for the 
Multiple Sclerosis (MS) Society. 

His wife, Emily, also 34, was di¬ 
agnosed with MS in October and 
he says it has changed their whole 
world. 

James, who lives with Emily and 
their children, Max and Lucy, in Lit¬ 
tle Downham, said: “The ugly face 
of MS entered my family’s lives in 
July 2015, when Emily started com¬ 
plaining of pins and needles and 
tingling in her legs. 

“After a multitude of scans and 
blood tests she was formally diag¬ 
nosed with the disease in early Oc¬ 
tober. It was a moment I will never 
forget - the terror of the prognosis 
and the possibilities that faced us. 

“Since then Emily has confronted 
everything with courage and deter¬ 
mination. And although at the mo¬ 
ment the disease is quite mild, she 


has her good days and her very bad 
days. 

“The thing with MS is it operates 
in a massive spectrum, both with its 
symptoms and severity of them. 


“While Tucky’ at the moment 
with the severity of Emily’s MS, we 
are all too aware that at the drop of 
a hat it could all change with life al¬ 
tering consequences. 


“Throughout this entire se¬ 
quence of events there was a source 
information and support we could 
turn to for invaluable help - the MS 
Society, which funds research, give 
grants, campaigns for change, pro¬ 
vides information and support, in¬ 
vests in MS specialists and lends a 
listening ear to those who need it.” 

James, who works for his father’s 
business, Simon Wright Racing De¬ 
velopments in Stretham, will be 
cycling the 1,000 miles over seven 
days this July. 

He said: “My plan is to cover 
around 150 miles each day and 
cycle from my home to a different 
location, and back again, each day. 

“At times I feel powerless in help¬ 
ing Emily through her ordeal. And 
whilst medically it is impossible to 
currently cure MS, I can help fund 
the research into a potential break¬ 
through/cure.” 

James has raised more than
